The  Programme 

This  three-part  programme  is  designed  specifically 
for  staff  members  of  Canadian  chartered  banks. 
Its  purpose  is  to  provide  formal  education  for  men 
and  women  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  for 
responsible  positions  in  banking.  Registrants 
must  be  capable  of  taking  courses  at  the  university 
undergraduate  level. 

Courses  consist  of  25  two-hour  sessions  given 
once  a week.  Successful  candidates  must  obtain 
a "C”  grade  (i.e.  60%)  or  better  in  each  of  the 
three  parts  of  the  programme  and  a pass  in  all 
courses.  All  courses  are  conducted  on  the  St. 
George  Campus. 

Successful  graduates  of  this  programme  will  obtain 
a certificatefrom  the  Institute  of  Canadian  Bankers. 

Qualifications  for  Admission 
University  admission  requirements  (senior  matric- 
ulation), or  of  age  25  or  older  having  obtained  a 
minimum  of  60%  in  one  senior  matriculation  sub- 
ject, or  having  demonstrated  sufficient  ability 
and  potential  in  present  work  to  secure  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Institute  of  Canadian  Bankers. 
Candidates  for  admission  to  the  programme  should 
apply  through  the  Personnel  Department  of  the 
bank  in  which  they  are  employed. 

Registration 

Registration  for  particular  courses  of  this  pro- 
gramme should  be  submitted  through  the  Personnel 
Department  of  the  bank  in  which  the  student  is 
employed.  Enrolment  requests  should  reach  the 
Division  of  University  Extension  by  28  August 
1970  at  the  latest.  Early  application  is  advised. 
Students  may  enrol  in  no  more  than  two  courses  in 
the  same  session.  Each  part  of  the  programme 
must  be  completed  successfully  before  proceeding 
to  a subsequent  part.
